Neuertheleſſe, his Maieſtie doth will, charge, and 
command them, and eneryof them, and all others, to whom in this caſe it ſhall appertaine, 
That they, aud euery of them, do perſonally appeare and be pꝛeſent, vpon the ſaid ſixteenth day 
of Februarie next tomming at theſaid Citie of Weſtminſter, to treat, conſent, and tontlude, vpon
